PARIS, Aug, 4.—Verdun again tis 
the centre of the war stage. 

The recapture by the French of the 
village of Bleury, which - had been 
held by the Germans for more than 
month has’ Gaused great elation in 
France. It/{s the first fruit of the 
French slow and methodical offensive 
begun three days ago and seems, in 
the opinion’ of French tye f ob- 
servers, to mark ap epoch in the six 
months’ battle for the great fortress 
on the Meusé. «The Germons appear 
to be less and’ less capable af operat- 
ing on their old, overwhelming scale, 
and the initlative, military men here 
think, is about to pags to the French 
for good. 

While the German artillery contin- 
ues to be as powerful and as well 
supplied as ever, the Germans” no 
lonver are able to gather the masses 
of troops nécessary to reap’ the 


‘henefit of artillery preparation.

[Copy of letter written by “Mr. Bertiz’s” Company Captain 

to Mr. Witu1am P. Evans.] 

1916. 
Dear Mr. Evans, ig fere® 

I’m simply heartbroken since I heard your son had been killed. 
I’ve been away from the Battalion for six weeks, and know practically 
nothing about events in France. I didn’t see his name in the papers, 
and a Major of ours came over to see me and told me the sad 
news. I didn’t believe it at first, and all we could find was an 
obituary notice. I’ve felt his death very keenly, because he was 
a great favourite of mine and of everybody else. From the time 
he joined our Battalion he has always been in my Company, and 
he will be a bitter loss to us all. I don’t know what “B” 
Company will do without him, because he was part and parcel of 
us, and the men loved him. Ever since the start he was a splendid 
soldier, but when we got to France he astonished me altogether. 
He was absolutely fearless; You never saw such a fellow, and I 
never asked him to do a thing that he didn’t do well. He was so 
tactful, and never asked anybody to do anything that he wouldn’t do 
himself. Although I am only a few years older than he was I used 
to call him “the Child,” in virtue of my being his Captain. Another 
name of mine was “my Evans.” Somehow from the first we always 
got on well together, and as time went on we got to that stage we’d 
do anything for each other. He was a grand fellow, and you’ve 
something to be proud of in having had such a son, You never had 
a chance of seeing him under trying conditions like I’ve done. I’ve 
seen times when the heavens and earth were simply split with shells, 
and I’ve gone along to see how he was getting on. There he was, 
laughing—actually laughing—when everybody else was_ trembling. 
What an example for the men! Poor old “B” Company will never 
have another like him, and he loved his Company. 

I’ve written to the Company to find out some particulars, and 
will send you along the letters when they arrive. 


I’m a feeble scribe at the best of times, and can’t put in 
writing what I want to; but in any case no one could do justice to 


him. Rushton and Lloyd Bell will write you, and if his servant 


(Partridge) or his observer (Langford) get home I'll arrange that they 
go and see you. They'll tell you what I thought of “the Child.” 

I am on a light duty job down at Rhy] as I’m still stone deaf in 
one ear, but I managed to get leave till to-morrow evening. I'll come 
over to the service, and should get to your place about 2 o'clock. 

This has been a great blow to me, for though I was always 


_ prepared for the worst at all times, still, when it comes it’s very hard. 


One must bear up, however, when you consider how he died—it’s an 
honour after all—a soldier’s death is the finest in the world, but when 
you know the man to be such a magnificent type of manhood, 
possessing all the qualifications as he did, it enhances it. 
I can’t say more at present, but others will tell you how 
much I mourn his death.
